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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 3 IS rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

3. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the broad recitation the ration being 
greater than 60:40, and the claim also recites the ratio being preferably about 70:30 which is the 
narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

A broad range or limitation followed by linking terms (e.g., preferably, maybe, for 
instance, especially) and a narrow range or limitation within the broad range or limitation is 
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considered indefinite since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of 
the patent protection desired. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith et al., US 
Patent No. 5,785,813. 

Smith et al. teach the of short and long, mechanically refined fibers, to make a tissue 
paper including multi-ply tissues, see abstract, figure 1 and column 1, lines 54-57. Smith 
et al. teach the use of the same fibers, including the same species, as disclosed in the 
current specification, i.e., hardwood, (the short fibers), such as eucalyptus, and softwood 
fibers, (the long fibers), such as northern and southern pine, see column 2, lines 8-19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith et al., US 
Patent No. 5,785,813. 

Smith et al. invention has been previously discussed see above. Smith et al. teach in 
column 3, lines 46-52 that the fiber furnishes having the long and the short fibers are 
blended at a pre-determined/desired ratio, but they are silent regarding the specific 
range(s) as claimed. However, it seems from Smith et al. statement that it falls within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art as simple optimization of the ratio of the fibers as a result 
effective variable. It has been held that "[T]he discovery of an optimum value of a result 
effective variable in a known process is ordinarily within the skill of the art . In re 
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Antoine, 559 F.2d 618, 195 USPQ 6 (CCPA 1977); In reAller, 42 CCPA 824, 220 F.2d 
454, 105 USPQ 233 (1995).
